PUZZLING SPECULATION 
The national wealth of the United States, as estimated by the 
Census Bureau for December 31, 1922, was something more than 
$320,000,000,000. 
This represents a gain of 72 per cent during 
the last ten years, and is forty-five times that of 1850. 
It is to . 
be remembered, however, that the dollar of 1922 was not worth 
as much in purchasing power as the dollar of 1912; recognition 
of this fact would take an appreciable slice off the $320,000,000,- 
000. 
This is only one of many difficulties encountered in such a 
calculation; many would question, for instance, the valuation of 
motor vehicles at about $4,600,000,000, just above the total of 
the the nation’s gold and silver coin and bullion stocks. 
Uncer­ 
tain fis these statistics be, however, there Is food for philoso-j 
phical speculation in the fact that the world as a whole goes 
on always increasing, never decreasing, its sum total of wealth, 
and in the posibility that, perhaps, there may be a limit. 
Then 
too, there is the satisfaction of comparing our national wealth 
with that of the next “richest” nation in the world, the British 
Empire; we have more than double.—Public Ledger. 


THEIR CAUSE FOR COMPLAINT 
In the coffers of the United States today lies two-fifths of the 
world’s gold stock. This has been a source of worry to many fin­ 
anciers, especially the British, though the United States has seem­ 
ed able to carry the load rather handily. Even the Federal Reserve 
Board, however, has suggested, in its tenth annual report, that 
“it is to be expected and desired that some portion of the gold 
which the tides of disorganized trade have brought us in the last 
ten years will eventually return to the countries whence it has 
come.” Gold, after all, is but the basis of an exchange medium, and 
the presence of a disproportionate amount in the United States 
is a symptom rather than a disease. 
When world 
commerce 
straightens out some of our supply will be siphoned off in the na­ 
tural course of exchange. In the meantime, it is not unpleasant to 
feel that we have two much gold as a basis for our currency, while 
so many countries have two little and suffer all sorts of financial 
ills for lack of it.—Public Ledger.

CHINA’S NEW ADVENTURE 
Dr. Sun Yat-Sen, who still manages to retain a certain amount 
of power in South China, has long threatened to espouse Commun­ 
ism as a practical odctrine. He seems to haVe renewed his flirta­ 
tion now that Soviet Russia has renewed its drive in the Far East. 
The best practical argument against Communism is that it has not 
worked where it has been tried.
